b“l:'nlluting s the full text of the

Secriox 1. Be it ennoted by thesen-
nte anid hpuge of ropresentatives of the
Commonwenlth of Peunsylvania in gen-
eral nesombly mot, and it is hereby on-
aoted by the authority of the same,
that from and after March 1, 1802, all
billots cast in eloctions for public of-
fleevs within this Commonwealth shall
be printed and distributed at public
cxpenss a8 hereinafter provided. The
printing of the Lallots and of the eards
of instruction for the elections in each
county, sud the delivery of the same to
thoe election officers, as {mmitmn or pro-
vided, and all other expenses ineurred
under the proyvisions of this set shall
be a county clitge unless herein oth-
erwise provided, the payment of which
shall be providod for in the snme man-
naras the puyment of other eloetion ex-
pensos, 1t shali be the duty of the see-
retary of the Commonwealth to propare
forms for all the blanks made neovssary
or advisable by this sof, and to fur-
nish copies of the same to the county
commizsioners of euch county, who
shall proeure further copics of the
same  at the cost of the county and
firnish them to the election officers or
any other persons by whom they wre to
bo uked in such quantitics ss oy be
NECLESATY to carry out the provisions
of this nch.

THE NOMINATIONS,

Section 2. Any convention of dele-
gater or primary meeting of olectors, or
canous held under the rules of n polit-
ical party, or any board authorizod to
certify nominntions representing a po-
Htien pnrtf. which at the eleetion
next preceding polled st loast 8§ per
contum of the largest entire vote for
any office cast in the Btate, or in the
clectoral district or division thereof
for which such primary meoting, can-
cus. convention or board desires to
make or certify nominations, may nom-
inate oneo eandidate for each office
which is to be filled in the State, or in
the said district or division at the
next ensuing election, by eausing n
certificato of nomination to be drawn
up snd filed ns bereinafter provided,
provided that any politieal pacty
which polled threo per centum of the
entire vote in the State at the election
next preceding at whicha SBuute officer
was voted for msy make and certify
nomwinations according to the provis-
tons of this seetion for any electoral di-
vislon or district of the Swte, not-
withstanding that sucl politiesl purty,
may have polled less than 8 per eon-
tum of the entire vote ut the lust pre-
ceding election in saild olectoral dis-
triet or division, Every such certifl-
eate of nominntion shall be signed by
the presiding oflicer and the seeretnry
or secretaries of the convention or pri-
mary meeting or eancus or board, who
shall add thereto their places of resi-

tion papers aro designed to be made.

ach elector signing & nomination pa-
{ur shinll nddd to his mignature his place
of residence and ocenpation, and no
porson may subsoribie to more thin one
nominution for cach office to Lo filled,
The sigratures to pach nomination
puper and the qualifiestion of the sign-
ers shnll be vouehed for by the aflida-
vit of at least five of the signers thore-
of, which aMidavis shall wecompany
‘the nomination paper, provided that
nomination papers which are not sign-
ed wnd made out jn striet complinnes
with all the requirements of this aot
shall be invalicd.

Sce. 6. Cortifleates of nomination
for enndidates for the offices of presi-
dentinl clectors and members of the
houge of reprosentatives of the Unitod
Stades, and for all State officers includ
ing thoseeof judges, senntors and rep-
resentatives, shall be filed with the
secretary of thoe Commonwenlth ot
least 66 days before the clection for
which the candidates are nominated,
and nomination papers for candidatis
for the snid offices shall be filed with
the said secrotary at least 40 days be-
fore the duy of such election.

WHERE PAFERS ARE FILED,

Certificates of nomination and nomi-
nution papers for candadates for ull
other offices, exeept township and
borough offices, shall be filed with the
donnty commissioners of the respee-
tive countics nt least 42 and 93 days
respectively before the day of the clee.
tlon,  Certifieates of nomination and
nomination papers for eandidates for
tawnship narll‘ horough offices and elce-
tion officers and school directors in the
same sholl bo filed with the suditors
of the respective townships and bor-
oughsatleast 10 and 7 days respectively
betore the day of the election.

The certiticntes of nomina-
tion and nomination papers, being so
filed and being in conformity with the
provisions of this act,shall be deemed
to be valid unless objections thereto
are duly made in writing, (1.)
